I 
am induced to write this now as it was only 
this week that said letter came under my 
notice, in the Anti-slavery Advocate received 
from friends in Bristol. 

The extract is as follows: ‘“2ndly. I find 
ina number of the Anti-slavery Advocate 
for December, (Dublin and London) as pub- 
lished by Mr. R. D. Webb, of Dublin, ina 
letter addressed to the Morning Advertiser 
(London) by that indefatigable anti-slavery 
worker on humanity’s cause, the Rev. 
Edward Mathews,—dated from Leeds 
23rd of Sept., that the Rev. F. J. Jobson, 
A. M., of the British Wesleyan church 
in England,ina conference, apparently then 
but lately held, at Bristol, stated that the 
Methodist. Episcopal church (north) of the 
United States, is opposed to Slavery, in fact 
is anti-slavery. 1 denounce that statement 
so made in said Conference, by Mr. Jobson 
asa false staemtent.— The M. Episcopal 
church, (north,) according to sound and 
evangelical writers in the U. S., admits 
slaveholders to its bosom, and to every church 
privilege, and its class leaders, members, 
and even ministers, buy, hold, and traflic, in 
human bodies and souls! Let that truth be 
known, and widley spread in Britain,—and 
I, an adopted Canadian of nigh 24 years’ 
residence, of the Free Presybterian (church, 
am ready to show by the proofsI have in 
my writings referred to, that what J state, 
as true.

absorbed the Fur Company, and extinguish 
all othor competions—is to procure and sell. 
furs and skins, especially fox, bear atd 
beaver skins. ‘These articals are not the 
‘roduce of a populous or of a civilized coun- , 
try, and the Compaey have taken care to 
keep their territory as nearly a solitude"as 
possible ‘Throughout the whole domain it 
is calculated that scarcely more than 1 200 
Iuropeans are to be found, all agents and 
dealers in the service of the Company; while 
the residue ofits scanty populntion consists 
of about 300,000 Esquimaux and Indians, 
who live chiefly by hunting, and furnish the, 
Company with the “peltry” in which they 
trade. 

If distributed over the territory, the above 
number would give just one inhabitant to 
every ten sqare miles. ~ ‘This, of course, -con- 
notlong be endured in the presence of our 
own over-crowded. population, and with re- 
spect toa country of which, if some districts 
are cold and sterile, others presetit a rich’ 
soil and temperate climate, with» forests: 
abounding in. game, waters teeming with

esting narrative by Austin Steward, of 
Rochester, N. Y., a colored man of intelli 
gence and reliability. Mr. Steward, resid.

ident of the Wilberforce settlement, and
